Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art either alone or in combination disclose or teach of the claimed combination of 
limitations to warrant a rejection under 35 USC 102 or 103. Specifically, with reference 
to independent claim 1, none of the prior art either alone or in combination disclose or 
teach of the claimed optical apparatus for creating an image on a background view 
specifically including, as the distinguishing features in combination with the other 
limitations, the claimed lens made from a material with an absorption of at least 60% at 
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least within the claimed spectral range and the second image directed onto the first eye 
by the inner reflective surface having a second intensity which is less than 16% of the 
claimed first intensity.
